Tom Denman of the West Cross 
Timbers Experiment station in 
Stephenville and George Mad­ 
den of the U. S. Pecan Field 
Station in Brownwood, the time 
to 
spray would 
be sometime 
after Mav 25th. 
They 
have 
collected 
over 
500 pupae from their trees and 
have put them in a cage to 
hatch The first adults emerged 
May 16th and this would make 
them scheduled to lav 
their 
eggs and the larvae begin feed 


ing 
on the small nuts about 
May 25th 
Only about 5'- 
of 
the 
pupae have emerged 
as 
adults so the length of time to 
spray isn’t known yet. Due to 
the cool weather we had earlier 
in the month the pupae may 
emerge over a longer period 
than usual and this may re­ 
quire two spray applications to 
be effective on the first gen­ 
eration of casebearer. We will 
continue to check on the pupae 
emergence and as it looks now 
the best time to spray may be 
about May 26th or 27th. If the 
pupae emerge over a long per­ 
iod, 
it may 
be necessary to 
spray a second time about 5 
days later. 
The spray recommendations 
for the casebearer are the use 
of Endosulfan < Thiodan), 
DDT 
Parathion, Malathion, 
Toxap- 
here, 
Nicotine 
sulfate, 
Car- 
baryl (Sevin), or Guthion. For 
more specific information ask 
for leaflet L- 245 at the County 
Agents Office.
